La Ciudad de San Jose 
desiste de su expropiacion

En un rápido desenlace que se inicio al 
comienzo de esta semana, los dueños de lo 
cales del Centro Comercial Tropicana, ganaron 
su lucha contra la Agencia de Desarrollo de la 
Ciudad de San Jose al fallar el Juez de la Corte 
Superior Gregory H. Ward a su favor. en la 
primera etapa del juicio. seguida un día despues 
por la decisión de la Ciudad de desistir de la 
expropiación. con el objeto de remodelar cl 
lugar.

“La resolución de aproptarse del Tropicana 
fue arbitraria y caprichosa”. comentó Dennis 
Fong refiriéndose al significado de la decisión 
legal. Él hizo alusión a los sufrimientos de la 
comunidad y el efecto negativo que tuvo en 


los negocios. durante estos dos años y cuatro 
meses de lucha que sostuvieron peleando por 
sus derechos. “los empleados se despertaban

Dennis Fong expresó que “es tiempo de 
que sus lideres de la crudad se acerquen y unan 
atodos.

Police and protesting 
students clash in Ecuador 


Quito, (EFE).- Police clashed 
on Thursday with some 2.000 high 
school students who gathered in 
front of the Ecuadorian presiden- 
tial palace to demand a discount on 
bus fare and more spending on edu- 
cation. 

Demonstrators rallied in the 
central Plaza Grande to shout anti- 
government slogans and accuse 
President Lucio Gutierrez of fail- 
ing to fulfill his promises. 

The protesters even fought 
among themselves because of rival- 
ries among different high schools, 
but the most serious clashes were 
with police. 

When the presidential guard 
sprayed them with tear gas, the stu- 
dents responded by tossing paint 
bottles against the building, located 
in Quito's colonial-era downtown. 

A student delegation wanted to 
talk to Gutierrez, but he declined 
to receive them. 

Demonstrators criticized the 
government for not keeping its

The City Council’s de- 
cision to approve the devel- 
opment project at the Alma 
Bowl site (Tamien Place) 
was not without controversy. 
While the project was ap- 
proved by the City Council 
with a landslide vote of 10- 
|, questions about the util- 
ty. of the project and the 
politics behind its passage 
remain. 

When the news got out 
that Councilmember Ken 
Yeager would oppose the 
project, the Mercury News 
Editorial Board lambasted 
him for having the temerity 
to speak out against the 
project and promising to 
vote against any project 
taller than four stories. The 
Mercury News declared a 
crisis in leadership and 
chided the mayor for allow- 
ing the members of the City 
Council to direct the districts 
that they represent like 
fiefdoms. 

The Mercury News also 
did something peculiar to ad- 
vance their unbridled sup- 
port for the Tamien Place 
project and the overall 
“small growth” plan. They 
suggested that anyone who 
opposed them was sick! 

“There’s a mysterious 
ailment spreading through 
San Jose, a kind of architec- 
tural acrophobia, a civic fear 
of heights. Let’s call it Four- 
Story-Syndrome. ..It started 
in outlying neighborhoods, 
where the idea of tall build- 
ings is still new and scary.” 

But “fear” has nothing 
to do with some citizens and 
one councilmember wanting 
the City to adhere to previ- 


ously established city policy 
and guidelines. 

On the night of the 
council vote, Ken Yeager 
presented a list of elements 
that the council had accepted 
as guidelines for quality 
transit-oriented develop- 
ment. Some of these ele- 
ments include: 

*Buildings oriented to 
the street 

*Building 
minimized 

*Public uses located on 
the ground floor 

*High level of architec- 
tural detail 

*Integration into the ex- 
isting neighborhoods-it 
should be a part of its sur- 
roundings, not separate 

*Public amenities, such 
as adequate parkland and 
other recreational uses 

Yeager argued that the 
Tamien project did not sat- 
isfy these goals. The City’s 
own staff report concluded 
that the “architecture isn’t 
top quality” and the project 
“does not create a landmark 
quality gateway.” As for 
public amenities, a last 
minute deal was made to 
build a park on nearby VTA 
owned land. (Subject to fu- 
ture VTA approval) Con- 
struction of a swimming 
pool and “private open 
space” is planned for the 
project area, but the public 
will not have access to either. 

At the time of the vote, 
Councilman Dave Cortese, a 
supporter of the project, all 
but conceded Councilman 
Yeager’s point that the 
project failed to meet all of 
the City’s requirements for 


setbacks 


quality transit oriented de- 


velopments. Cortese said 
that in a “perfect world” all 
of the principles listed by 
Yeager should be honored, 
but at this stage in the pro- 
cess, it should be unfair to 
ask the developer to go back 
and re-design the entire 
project. Mr. Cortese won- 
dered aloud why the City’s 
planning process had al- 
lowed the project to come 
before the council with so 
many objectives left unreal- 
ized. 

Councilman Yeager had 
previously voiced his con- 
cern that, “The project pre- 
sents itself more as a private 
enclave than as a part of the 
existing neighborhood.” 

“The surrounding area 
will gain nothing by having 
two glass and steel high rises 
dropped right in the middle 
of it. The Washington and 
Goodyear-Mastic neighbor- 
hoods need housing that will 
enhance the area, not over- 
shadow it.” (Source: Willow 
Glen Times) 

Little attention was 
given by the press to the fact 
that some of the units at 
Tamien Place will be as large 
as 1,500 square feet! Pre- 
liminary plans show the top 
floor of each tower holding 
six or seven of these larger 
units. Perhaps the City 
Council has a plan to solve 
the City’s housing crisis one 
penthouse suite at a time! 

Councilman Ken Yea- 
ger advanced the argument 
for keeping high-rise condo- 


miniums in the downtown 


core. A lot of San Jose Citi- 
zens agreed with him.<>

The letter writer to a major 
newspaper railed against Cruz 
Bustamante, Lieutenant Governor 
of California, for speaking a lan- 
guage which is not part of the state 
constitution. In the writer’s mind, 
by giving a speech in English and 
then in Spanish, Bustamante was 
subverting English, the official lan- 
guage of California. 

Of course, Bustamante did 
nothing illegal. The first amend- 
ment provides freedom of speech. 
Bustamante was, in fact, reflecting 
the multilingualism of the state and 
also of the country. 

No one would deny that En- 
glish is the dominant language of 
California and indeed the entire 
U.S. However, the country's his- 
tory has been one of many lan- 
guages. Spanish, Italian, French, 
German, Apache, Cherokee, and 
other languages have all been part 
of the American linguistic land- 
scape. 

More than 300 languages are 
currently spoken in the U.S. Some 
have very small numbers of speak- 
ers. Americans have probably 
never heard of Zuni, Cushite, 
Amharic, or Hidatsa. Yet, America 
holds among its inhabitants speak- 
ers of these languages. But Span- 
ish is without a doubt the main 
“competitor” to English these days. 

The use of Spanish is visible 


, in all areas of American culture. 


Major American companies use 
Spanish to attract customers. 
AT&T and other phone companies 
ask you to choose between English 
and Spanish when you use a phone 
card. ATM machines ask the same 


radio and television. 

And just as American compa 
nies make the sensible choice to 
address potential customers in their 
languages. educators use Spanish 
and other languages to reach im 
migrant children who don't know 
English. Although California, Ari- 
zona, and Massachusetts have vir- 
tually eliminated bilingual educa 
tion. most states retain it because 
using the students’ native language 
softens the hard landing for immi- 
grant children. 

The government also makes 
use of foreign languages to provide 
services to those who have limited 
English skills. Some government 
publications are available in other 
languages, particularly in Spanish. 

In most states you can take a 
driver's license test in a foreign lan- 
guage. Being able to drive legally 
makes it easier to integrate because 
it facilitates transportation and 
school attendance, and provides 
the means of getting to work as 
well. 

Some local governments pro- 
vide extensive services in key for- 
eign languages. The Oakland City 
Council last year approved an or- 
dinance to hire bilingual employ- 
ees in departments that interact 
with the public to better serve 
Spanish and Chinese speaking resi- 
dents of the city. 

Politicians have discovered 
that a language other then English 
may provide an entrée to voters’ 
hearts and minds. The most visible 
example of using Spanish for po- 
litical gain is George W. Bush, the 
current U.S. president, who often 
sprinkles his speeches with Span- 


ish phrases. Recently, a number of 


GOP members of Congress took a 
course to familiarize themselves 
with the Spanish language. 
Unfortunately, some Ameri- 
cans view the existence of lan- 
guages other than English as a can- 
cer that needs to be excised. That 
explains the 26 American states 
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guages produce very little. Rather 
than pass English-only laws. which 
make immigrants feel unwelcome 
we should look at the linguistic 
abilities newcomers possess and 
make use of them. These talents 
can and should be used to solve 
problems in the U.S., but are also 
vital to help solve international 
conflicts. That's why several 
American states including New 
Mexico, Oregon. Washington, and 
Hawat have passed English Plus 
resolutions. The idea ts to stress the 
importance of English but also to 
recognize that proficiency ma sec 

ond language 1s very valuable 

That was certainly the case 
during World War Il. Japanese 
Americans, Italian Americans. and 
German Americans provided criti 
cal linguistic resources to the U.S 
in the war effort. American off! 
clals also used the Navajo language 
as a code, which. because of its lin 
guistics complexities, our enemies 
could not break. 

Knowledge of other languages 
has also become indispensable to 
our security in an ever-shrinking 
world. Both the FBI and the CIA 
as well as many government agen 
cies need bilingual employees to 
do their jobs. 

The strength of America has 
always been and will continue to 
be its people and our ability to in 
tegrate the energy brought in by 
immigrants, regardless of what lan 
guage people speak. If America 
ever becomes a perfectly monolin- 
gual country, it will only be be 
cause it has become an undesirable 
place to live that no longer attracts 
people from all over the world. 
That America draws people speak 
ing nearly every language on the 
face of the earth is a sign of Its 
strength and greatness, not its 
weakness.s>

Incendios 
forestales afectan 
una amplia franja 
de California 


Los Angeles, (EFE).- Al 
menos cuatro incendios forestales 
han causado el miércoles pasado, 
vraves daños en cerca de 2,500 
hectáreas de bosques y cultivos del 
sur de California (EE.UU .), sin que 
se hayan registrado víctimas, infor- 
maron los Bomberos. 

Una de las áreas más afectadas 
es la del norte de la región de Fon- 
tana donde un incendio de grandes 
proporciones, cuyo origen está bajo 
investigación, ha destruído alre- 
dedor de 800 hectáreas de bosques. 

Al avance de las lamas han 
contribuido las altas temperaturas 
que se registran en California desde 
hace varios días, especialmente en 
los condados de Riverside, las insta- 
laciones militares de Camp Pendle- 
ton y sus alrededores. y las colinas 
de Burbank. 

Las Hamas del incendio forestal 
en las cercanías de Fontana han 
alcanzado hasta 21 metros de altura, 
y se hacen esfuerzos para mante- 
nerlas alejadas de los caseríos, dijo 
un portavoz del Departamento Fo- 
restal de California, Bill Peters. 

Peters manifestó que la vege- 
tación que esta semana se prendió 
de fuego no había sufrido incendios 
en cerca de 25 años, y que de mo- 
mento los siniestros no representó 
una amenaza para las estructuras 
cercanas. 

El tráfico en la autopista inte- 
restatal número 15, una de las de 
mayor tránsito de la región, ha sufri- 
do atascos pero se mantiene abierta, 
explicó. 

Aproximadamente 800 bom- 
beros y decenas de voluntarios lu- 
chan por controlar las llamas con 
la ayuda de cuatro aviones cisterna, 
cinco helicópteros y 25 camiones 
de bomberos. 

En la zona del cañón Reche, del 
condado de Riverside, el incendio 
que avanza con suma rapidez des- 
truyó al menos cinco viviendas, y 
los investigadores pudieron deter- 
minar que este siniestro fue provo- 
cado. 

Las autoridades urgieron a los 
habitantes de Reche, un enclave 
rural en el norte de Riverside, a que 
abandonaran sus viviendas. Cen- 
tenares de ellos han sido alojados 
en una escuela secundaria acondi- 
cionada como refugio. 

Los bomberos de Burbank han 
unido esfuerzos con unidades de 
Glendale, Pasadena y la ciudad de

Seguro Social adoptará medidas 
contra fraude de documentos 


Washington, (EFE).- 
La Administración del Se- 
guro Social (SSA, en inglés) 
ha adoptado una serie de 
medidas para prevenir la ad- 


judicación inaproptada de nú- 


meros de la seguridad soctal 
a los inmigrantes, una tarca 
en la que cooperará el Depar- 
tamento de Seguridad Nacio- 
nal (DHS). 

Entre estas disposiciones 
figura la verificación inde- 
pendiente del historial de los 
niños nacidos en EE.UU. me- 
nores de un año. 

Las medidas están conte- 
nidas en un informe que rea- 
lizó la Oficina General de 
Contabilidad de Estados Uni- 
dos (GAO) para el subcomité 
del Seguro Social, del Comité 
de Medios y Arbitrios de la 
Cámara de Representantes. 

En este documento, la 
GAO, brazo investigador del 
Congreso de EE.UU., señala 
que se han adoptado acciones 
para fortalecer los procedi- 
mientos de emisión de los nú- 
meros del seguro social 
(SSN) a los no ciudadanos de 
EE.UU. (inmigrantes), pero 
que “permanecen algunas 
debilidades” en el sistema. 

En 2002, la SSA emitió 
cerca de 6 millones de nuevos 
números de la seguridad so- 
cial, de los cuales 1,3 millo- 
nes fueron adjudicados a in- 
migrantes legales. 

Los números de la segu- 
ridad social son pieza clave 
de información para la crea- 
ción de falsas identidades, un 
delito que ha aumentado en 
los últimos años, según las 
autoridades. 


Casi de forma permanen- 
te las organizaciones de de- 
fensa de los inmigrantes han 
formulado llamamientos a los 
indocumentados para que no 
compren tarjetas fraudulentas 
del Seguro Social, puesto que 
se exponen a cargos por frau- 
de, sentencias carcelarias y 
hasta la deportación. 

La Administración re- 
quiere ahora que sus repre- 
sentantes verifiquen los do- 
cumentos de identidad de los 
no ciudadanos de EE.UU. 
que soliciten un número de 
esa mstitución. 

Los funcionarios de 
campo de la SAA contarán 
con la ayuda de miembros del 
Departamento de Seguridad 
Nacional. ya que se pretende 
ejercer un control mayor en 
el país para evitar las activi- 
dades de los grupos terroris- 
tas. 

Aunque esas, y otras de- 
cisiones de seguridad han 
motivado protestas de grupos 
defensores de los derechos ci- 
viles, sus dirigentes han indi- 
cado que no se oponen a la 
puesta en marcha de medidas 
de protección internas de 
EE.UU ., toda vez que se res- 
peten los derechos de todos 
los habitantes de este pats. 

El subcomité del Seguro

Monarch butterflies: Symbol of free trade movement across NAFTA borders 


Angangueo, Mexico, (EFE).- 
Millions of Monarch butterflies. 
whose migrations of thousands ot 
miles have astounded scientists and 
nature-lovers. are returning to their 
central Mexican wintering 
grounds. 

The orange and black “ma 
riposas” spend five months in 
Mexico, then travel to places as 
distant as the forests of Ontario o1 


the northeastern United States on 


journeys that sometimes exceed 


5.000 kilometers (3.107 miles). 

Their journey is comparable to 
a biblical exodus, and individual 
butterflies that leave a place never 
return. Monarchs that winter in 
Mexico and fly northward do not 
themselves return south of the bor- 
der, but their great-erandehildren 
do. 

The destination of these in 
sects 1s forest made up of Oyamel 
trees in the highlands of central 
Mexico, especially in the states of 
Mexico and Michoacan 

The butterflies inhabit the 
Mexican highland jungle from late 
October to March and then fly off 
to the United States and Canada 

“They are looking for specific 
climactic conditions found in the 
mountains of central Mexico.” the 
head of the World Wildlife Fund's 
(WWF) program tor monarch but 
terflies, Jordi Honey. told EFE. 

The environmentalist says itis

El nervio óptico está com- 
puesto de más de un mullón de dife- 
rentes fibras nerviosas que trans- 
miten al cerébro las imágenes que 
vemos. 

Más de tres millones de esta- 
dounidenses tenen glaucoma. y al 
ieual que la presión alta. la elauco- 
mano tiene síntomas. General men- 
te las personas no saben que la tie- 
nen hasta que es demastado tarde. 
Una persona con glaucoma en eta- 
pa avanzada podría sentir la vista 
nublada. tener fuerte dolor en los 
ojos. dolores de cabeza. nausea, 
vómito y mirar aurcolas de colores 
alrededor de las luces. 

Las personas que corren más 
riesgo son las que padecen de mio- 
va. los de ascendencia afroameri- 
cana. los que tienen historial fami- 
har de glaucoma, los que han 
enido lestones en los ojos o 
ustorral de anemia. 

La glaucoma ocurre cuando el 
1lUMOT acuose, que es un líquido 
que produce el ojo. no puede salir 
através de una serie de canales 
ocalizados cerca del puente nasal. 
formando presión dentro del ojo y 


restonando contra el nervio óp- 


ico. disminuyendo así la capaci- 
dad del ojo para transmitir las ima- 
genes al cerebro. Imagmese como 
sresto fuera una cañería de desagúe 
que se obstruye y el agua no puede 
correr. 

El daño causado por la glauco- 
mano puede ser revertido, pero se 
pueden prevenir mayores danos 
con gotas para los ojos. pastillas, 
corrección con rayo láser y cirugía. 

Las gotas para los ojos y las 
pastillas se usan para disminuir la 
presión del ojo ya sea reduciendo 
la producción del Huido acuoso o 
mejorando el flujo a través de los 


drenajes. El tratamiento con rayo 
láser y la cirugía se usan para en- 
sanchar el drenaje. o para crear un 
nuevo canal de drenaje por donde 
el fluído acuoso pueda salir del ojo.

Washington, (EFE).- La Em- 
bajada de México dijo el jueves 
pasado que se puso en contacto con 
el Departamento de Seguridad Na- 
cional para averiguar si hay ciuda- 
danos mexicanos entre los más de 
300 inmigrantes indocumentados 
arrestados esa madrugada en 21 
estados.
